ATHLETIC 

DEPARTMENT 

Contrary  to  the  expectations  of  some  members  who 
have  suggested  that  repairs  to  the  Athletic  Department 
may  not  be  completed  before  1986,  the  Committee  wishes 
to  assure  members  that  all  facilities  now  are  available  and 
operating. 

The  works  undertaken  were  of  some  magnitude. 
Firstly,  a  new  filtration  system  was  installed  for  the  pool 
and  the  whole  area  painted  and  new  poolside  furniture 
installed.  The  old  showers  and  mentholated  steam  room 
have  been  gutted  and  rebuilt.  The  gymnasium  has  been 
relocated  and  the  area  repainted.  The  handball  courts 
and  table  tennis  areas  have  been  refurbished  as  has  the 
sauna  room.  More  lockers  have  been  installed,  new 
swimmers  purchased.  George  and  his  team  of  specialist 
masseurs  are  on  the  job  too.  To  summarise,  the  depart¬ 
ment  is  right  up  to  scratch  and  now  provides  facilities 
second  to  none. 

All  members  are  encouraged  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
department  and  they  are  welcome  to  join  in  the  activities 
of  the  swimming  and  handball  clubs  which  meet  regularly 
within  the  precincts.

Publication  of  the  Club  History  is  now  nearing  completion 
and  it  is  expected  that  this  volume  will  be  made  available  to 
members  shortly. 

Distribution  will  mainly  be  by  direct  mail  to  members  with  a 
charge  to  the  appropriate  monthly  account.  In  the  event  that 
a  member  does  not  wish  to  purchase  a  copy ,  the  volume  may 
be  returned  to  the  Club  within  14  days  and  a  credit  will  be 
issued. 

The  History  has  been  compiled  by  the  author  Mr  Joe 
Andersen  after  research  through  Club  records,  newspaper 
filings,  library  records  and  personal  accounts  from  many 
sources.  It  covers  the  period  from  1858  to  1983. 

The  early  days  of  horse  racing  and  gambling  in  New  South 
Wales  provides  a  rich  and  colourful  history  of  the  early 
establishment  of  our  Club.  Indeed  there  are  many  sections  of 
this  History  which  will  be  of  great  interest  to  members, 
covering  both  the  social  and  sporting  interests  of  our  times. 

The  History  records  some  famous  personalities  prominent  in 
the  turf,  swimming,  billiards  and  snooker,  golf  and  the  early 
days  of  cricket.  Some  of  these  world  famed  personalities 
were  members  of  the  Club,  others  were  visitors. 

This  is  a  publication  that  members  will  be  pleased  to 
purchase  and  treasure  for  their  bookshelf.
